Their one desire is to get 
the officers who gunned 
down their 19 year old 
emotionally disturbed son 
“off the police force,” 

That was the sad and 
hopeless reaction of Rosa 
Lee and Telford Johnson, 
grief-stricken parents of 
Larry Mennifield, who was 
mowed down Thursday in 
a volly of police gun fire at 
close range. 

The distraught couple 
relived their agonizing ex- 
perience of that tragic 
Thursday evening. while 
sitting in the living room of 
their cozy little home at 
1591 Silverbook Dr. 

Johnson, explaining that 
he “was only my stepson, 
but | loved him just as | 
would my own,"'- con- 
fessed. “| don't see why 
they had to shoot him 


when they had him cor- 
nered and could have 
handcuffed him." 
Recalling that Columbus 
police had shot and killed 
another young man a few

officer with an iron bar. 
The shooting was listed by 
police report as occurring 
at 8:52 p.m. 

Johnson, who said that 
he was asleep at the time, 
recalled that he was 
awakened by his wife after 
the daughter of a neighbor 
informed her that Larry had 
been shot. Mrs. Johnson 
drove him to the death 
scene where they identi- 
fied themselves to police 
and inquired about their 
son. 

Johnson said he asked a 
uniformed officer if Larry 
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was all right. The officer 
directed him to a plain- 
clothed officer who told 
them what had happened 
and ask him to identify 
Larry. The detective told 
my wife that “he'd rather 
that she not look” at the 
body, he said. 

Johnson said he was 
severely shocked when he 
looked at Larry's body 
spraweled out surrounded 
by a pool of blood, which 
he said had congealed.

Protest Marchers Vow To Press 
‘War’ On Jim-Crow Education

About 150 black 
residents, parents and 
community leaders were 


present at the. Columbus 
School Board's meeting 
room as memvers met in 
weekly session at 4:15 p.m. 
Tuesday. , 

They were assembled 
there in prayerful silence 
to demonstrate black 
solidarity in the fight for 
quality education in the 
Columbus Public Schools. 

Rev. Leon Troy, pastor of 
Second Baptist Church 
and mobilizer of the black 
community's march for 
Quality education, ex- 
plained the march was 
necessary to “express the 
general concern of the 
total black community.” 

“We are saying to the 
Columbus School Board 
that we are concerned 
about what is happening in 
public education in Colum- 
bus, and we will discuss 
Our desires that the Board 
of Education take, im- 
mediate necessary action 
to assure all children a 
quality education,” Rev. 
Troy explained. 

The disappointingly 
Sparse turn-out, though the 
day was pleasant and 
sunny, ‘was a depressing 
reminder of the long civil 
rights marches of the ’60's. 
One would hope the num- 
ber of bodies present in 


Proportion to the potential 
all around us is not a true 
reading of a current crisis 
in* community apathy and 
complacency. 

Assembling at the west- 
side of the State House, 
the small but determined 
group marched in single 
file, moving._silently and 
committedly toward their 
jim-crow education target - 
this week's Board of Edu- 
cation meeting. 

Upon their arrival, the 
group proceeded to set up 
a picket line directly in 
front of the Board head- 
quarters at 270 E. State St. 
which continued to move 
slowly and silently, trans- 
ferring into Board cham- 
bers 35 minutes before the 


meeting hour to start their 
love pray-in to demonstrate 
“a love that is equal to the 
challenge,” Rev, Troy ob- 
served.

LA Couple Thankful 
For CMACAO’s Help 


A year ago, James Berry 
of Los Angeles was em- 
.ployed as director of a 
center in the California 
State Recreation Dept. He 
was living happily with his 
wife and daughter, and 
finished with most of the 
work needed for his 
bachelor's degree in 
psychology and business 
administration at UCLA. 

Then disaster struck. 

Talk started spreading 
around Los Angeles about 
how a proposal to cut state 
property taxes by 50% 
would affect public 
workers if passed by 
California voters. Many 
high-level state govern- 
ment officials, sensing 
strong public support for 
the proposal, known as 
Proposition 13, made 
notice to employes to ex- 
pect layoffs. Berry claims 
he quit his job, because he 
knew a layoff was 
inevitable. He had worked 
there three years. 

Now without a job, his 
wife unemployed, he really 
became troubled. The tight 
job market was already 
flooded with the unem- 
ployed and thousands 
more ‘were joining their 
ranks every month, 
especially after voters ap- 
proved Proposition 13. Not 
knowing what to do, Berry 


then received the advice of 
a woman he had known as 
a little boy. 

Ruth Gersham, director 
of residence and dining 
halls at Ohio State Univer- 
sity, told Berry about Co- 
lumbus, and how he and 
his family might be better 
off here than in Los 
Angeles. After months with 
no paycheck and no ap- 
parent hope of finding a 
job, Berry finally decided 
to take Gersham's advice 
and leave L.A. With just 
$60 to his name, he boar- 
ded his young family on a 
bus and headed for Colum- 
bus. 

They spent their first 
night in town at the 
Greyhound bus siation. 
They told people there of 
their plight and were 
referred to the Open House 
Church. They explained 
their desperate situation to 
church members and were 
advised to go to the 
Columbus Metropolitan 
Area Community Action 
Organization (CMACAO), 
the agency that helped 
people in these kinds of 
situations. 

The Berrys went to the 
CMACAO Martin Luther 
King Action Center at 1169 
Oak St. and talked to 
outreach worker Margaret 
Watson. After telling their 


- three-year-old 


story to Watson, she im- 
mediately insisted that they 
take up ‘quarters in her 
own home. 

“There was just no way | 
was going to let them 
spend another night. in 
some bus station,” Watson 
said. 

Berry and his wife, 
Veronica, also 24, said that 


Watson treated them like 
family. 
“We never knew that 


people could be so nice. 
People in L.A. are never so 
friendly. She was so good 
to us that we still call her 
Mom," Mrs. Berry said. 

Watson admits to taking 
an instant liking toward the 
Berrys. “My daughters met 
them and instantly fell in 
love with them, too,” Wat- 
son said. “We all just sort 
of chipped in and helped 
them out. We sort of adop- 
ted them.” 

The next thing Watson 
did for the young 
desperate family was find 
jobs. for James and 
Veronica and get their 
daughter, 
Melody, into a day care 
center. After going through 
CETA and not finding any 
work, Watson took them to 
the Ohio Bureau of Em- 
ployment Services where 
they had some success.

Ernest Green, assistant 
secretary of labor, said a 
new pilot program to 
reform the welfare system 
will aim to place 3,400 low 
income, jobless family 
breadwinners to work after 
an extensive training 
period in some ckses 
where it is needed. The 
program is the Em- 
ployment Opportunities 
Pilot Program and is osten- 


sibly part of President Car-. 


ter's plans for welfare 
reform. 

Odella Welch, director of 
Community Services which 
will administer the 
program in Columbus and 
Franklin County, said the 
city has received a plan- 
ning grant of $300,000 to 
draw up guidelines to meet 
approval by the labor 
department. 

Welch said the program 
should begin full operation 
in July, when the city will 
receive $31 million for one 
year of.operation. Another 
$31 million will-be- awarded 
to the city to continue it for 
another year in 1980, she 
said. 

The new program will 
not reduce funding of the 
Comprehensive Employ- 
ment Training Act pro- 
grams, but will be another 
means of lowering unem- 
ployment, said Green. He 
said the new program will 
emphasize placing the 
unemployed in private sec- 
tor jobs but will place them 
in the public sector if there 
are no openings in the 
private sector. 


Green said tie program 
will aim at finding jobs. fer 
Participants with children 
and the yearly salarly 
should average about 
$7,200. In some cases, 
grant money-may be used 
to supplement” the salary 
paid to a worker in the 
program. 

EOOP is not aimed 
specifically at Blacks or

Unknown Changes — 
Figure In Death

All things must change, 
Says the lyrics of a popular 
song, yet the apparent 
change of Larry Mennifield 
may Cause one to wish all 
things didn't. change. 

Mennifield, 19, of 1239 
Silverbrook Dr., was shot- 
gunned. to death-by a 
Columbus police sergeant 
about 9 p.m. Thursday in- 
side the’ Jolly Pirate Donut 
Shop, 1928 Lockbourne 
Rd., after he allegedly tried 
to rob the shop. 

A short time earlier, 
Mennifield was at the 
Marion - Franklin Rec- 
reation Center, «2801 
Lockbourne Rd., where he 
spoke briefly with the cen- 
ter's director, who knew 
him when he was “an ex- 
celient pool sharp and an 
excellent basketball 
player." 

Willa Valdez said he was 
then about 11 years of age 
and regularly participated 
in sports with other youths 
in the center. She said he 
was “quiet and reserved 
and never any trouble." 

“He was no threat to our 
program,” she_ recalled, 
“He came in and read the 
bullentin boards and 
walked" around the center. 

Mennifield got along 
well with her and_ staff 
workers as well as other 
youths, she said. ‘‘He loved 
billiards. He would usually 
win all our billiard games. 
He was our champ.” 

Ms. Valdez said about 
two years later Mennifield 
came to the center less of- 
ten and she saw him 
irregularly over the nex 
two years. E 

She recalled that Menni- 
field came into the center 
during the later period and

seemed more reserved and 
uninterested in sports than 


‘in the past. 


Ms. Vaidez had no per- 
sonal contact with him 
since that time until Thurs- 
day night when he came 
into the’ center, less than 
an hour before he was 
killed. 

Mennifield spoke with 
her and went into the game 
room, she said, where two 
youths began needling 
him. She asked the youths 
to desist and one did. 
_The other youth con- 
tinued, said Reginald Max- 
ton, 19,.a@ worker at the 
center, and oné youth was 
struck by Mennifield. 

Other youths then began 
provoking Mennifield and 
he was asked to leave, said 
Maxton, But Mennifield 
then positioned himself in 
a karate stance and said 
he feared leaving because 
the youths were going to 
attack him. 

Maxton said he and 
others felt that Mennifield 
was emotional but “it 
didn't appear to me he was 
on drugs,” He said Menni- 
field was “upset dad up- 
tight but he* could have 
been talked down.” 

After he was apparently 
talked down, Mennifield 
left the center, but not 
before going to Ms. 
Valdez's office. 

She said Mennifield was 
sitting, then suddenly rose 
and said: “Lord have 
mercy, | have been saved, 
Lord have mercy, | have 
been saved, Lord have 
mercy, | have been saved.” 

He then left the center 
and left Ms. Valdez and 
others wondering, “What

NAACP Urges Probe Of

requesting federal agen- 
cies to investigate the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission 
(OCRC) and State Attorney 
General William. J. Brown, 
alledging unethical han.

Tom Fullove, president 
of the local branch, said at 
a_Monday—news con-= 
ference charges have been 
filed with his office 
claiming the OCRC has ac- 
ted improperly in in- 
vestigating discriminatio 
complaints. 

Fullove said the NAACP 
has evidence that indicates 
in some instances outcome 
of discrimination § suits 
depend on who the suit if 
filed against.

“politics” by the OCRC

Ellis Ross, director of the 
OCRC, was unavailable for 
comment. 

Fullove refused to 
release specific evidence, 
saying only that “several” 
instances of such_prac- 
tices were filed with his of- 
fice within the last two 
months. He said in one dis- 
crimination case filed 
against a large company, 
probable cause was found 
by OCRC investigators, but 
a scheduled hearing of the 
case was canceled a day 
prior and the case is still 
pending. 

In addition, the NAACP 
has evidence that “people 
at OCRC have come in 
ready to do their job but 
get nailed to the cross,” he 
said, “They have been 
called off” from investi- 
gating some complaints 
and others have been dis- 
criminated against in pro- 
motions favoring political 
employees over non- 
Political ones. 

Robert Brown, chief of 
administration at OCRC, 
denied that any one has 
been promoted for political 
reasons. 

Fullove said he will send 
a letter to various federal 
agencies requesting 
assistance in “getting to 
the bottom’ of the com- 
plaints filed with his office. 
He will ask assistance from 
the U.S. Department of 
Justice, the Attorney 
General, the Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity 
Commission and the Com- 
mission on Civil Rights, in 
addition to the National 
Counsel of the NAACP. 

Carl White, director of 
the Housing Opportunity 
Center, was also at the 
press conference and said 
Tuesday OCRC investi- 
gators are not aggressive 
in pressing discrimination 
complaints. 

The federal agencies will 
be asked to investigate

A former worker at the 


Buckeye Boys Ranch in 


Grove City claims the 
residential treatment cen- 
ter is not fulfilling its inten- 
ded purposes and releases 
boys no better and often 
worse off than before they 
entered. 

Chevalier Jackson, who 
quit as group leader at the 
Ranch about two weeks 
ago, told the CALL & 
POST conditions had wor- 
sened in the last four mon- 
ths to where “a lot of the 


kids they are getting 
(them) ready for the 
penitentiary.” 

Both the Ranch's 


executive director and 
clinical director admit to 
having problems ~ that 
almost any residential 
agency, has, but deny they 
are as profuse as Jackson 
claims. 

Kris Haskins, clinical 
director, said a “fairly 
ood percentage of them 
boys who leave the 
Ranch) do make it” on the 
outside. She said 
Jackson's charges of im- 
proper and discriminatory 
practices stem from his in- 
terpretation of how the 
Ranch should be operated 
rather than constructive 
criticism of its present 
operation. 

According to Jackson, 
who worked at the center 


.for 20 months, common im- 


proper practices include: 

- Discrimination. He 
claimed that about four 
months ago, “systematic” 
firings or forced 
resignations of Black staff 
workers were begun. Hec- 
tic schedules were set up 
for some Black staffers but 
not for whites he said. He 
said some Blacks have quit 
because of discriminatory 
treatment administered 
Black boys. 


Jackson also said no 
Blacks are in decision- 
making or administration 
positions, though Blacks 
are about. 40 per cent of 
the boys. 

-- Rampant physical 
abuse. Jackson stated that 
boys routinely attack staff 
workers without any 
aunishment being ad- 
ministered. He claimed that 
“the boys run the Ranch” 
through their actions 
which the staff is constan- 
tly reacting to. 

“Their behavior more 
so, mandates what hap- 
pens” than day-to-day 
schedules, he said. “It's 
the normal order of day for 
kids to ‘physically abuse 
staff or staff possessions.” 
-~ Boys often run away. 
Jackson said the youths 
often leave the center and 
staff workers do little to 
discourage it. He said they 
often commit crimes 
before they return to the 
center. 

Jackson said he was 
assaulted at the center in 
mid-Sept. by a 14-year-old}, 
and resigned after the staff 
allowed his return even 
though the youth was 
found guilty of severe at- 
tack and ordered to un- 
dergo a psychiatric test. 

After he was allowed to 
return, no means of 
punishment was ad- 
ministered, Jackson 
claimed. He also stated 
that the youth attacked him 
without reason. Jackson 
said he resigned because . 
he feared the student 
would try to hurt. him 
again, or that he might be 
forced into a physical con- 
frontation where he might

“Our purpose is to help 
homeowners’ maintain ‘and 
improve their properties 
and . their community 
through our services,” said 
Moorehead. “We are not in 
the business of displace- 
ment.”

in correcting asocial 
behavior. 

Haskins denied that any 
of Jackson's charges are 
valid. 

The residential treatment 
center for emotionally and 
socially disturbed boys as 
young as 10 and as old as 
18, generally accepts boys 
who experience some dif- 
ficult in home, school and 
community, she explained. 
The center has 39 boys at 
present. 

She said the center does 
administer forms. of 
punishment for corrective 
behavior, but not as severe 
as that Jackson advocated 
when he worked at the 
center. She said physical 
punishment has been 


shown to be ineffective in 


correcting a social 
behavior because 
“violence begets 
violence.”". Such punish- 
ment is also outlawed, she 
explained. 


“Kids are gonna fight” 
and break some rules, said 
Haskins, and the staff use 
conditioning methods of 
rewards of some kind for 
good behavior and work 
assignments for bad 
behavior, She said boys 
were usually assigned 
tasks of cutting grass or 
wood as means of punish- 
ment. Their weekend home 
prvileges may also be tem- 
porarily revoked.

history of “verbal 
agitation” that sometimes 
resulted in racial siurs 


being exchanged between 
him and white boys. 


“To watch 100 per cent 
of the boys 100 per cent of 
the time is impossible,” 
she said. Any kind of fight 
is considered ‘a very un- 
sound cricumstance and 
would be dealt with very 
firmly.” 

She said a_ treatment 
team meets weekly to 
discuss each boy's 
Program, and each is 
avaluated on an on-going 
basis She said the 
situation is compounded 
because many of the boys 
have learning disability 
and physical problems or 
congential defects. 

The center operates 
three units after closing 
one. It was after that unit 
was closed that Jackson 
said he started to notice 
racial discrimination. 

Haskins said “there is no 
means to discriminate.”

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Our Political Posture 
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Of all the identifiable voting 
groups in the United States, the 
black vote is the only one that 
equates their voting loyalty prepon- 
derately to one political party. 

When Frederick Douglass once 
said: “The Republican Party is the 
ship all else is sea,” that was an ac- 
curate description of the te of 
black politics at that time. 

in the Reconstruction years there 
was no place in the Southern 
dominated Democratic. party for 
blacks. That’s why all of the blacks 
elected to public office from 1865 
through 1900 were Republicans. 

With the election of Woodrow 
Wilson as president of the United 
States in 1912, largely due to a split 
in the Republican party between 
Theodore Roosevelt and William 
Howard Taft, sporadic movements by 
Negro activist sought affiliation with. 
the Democratic party in a few states. 
However, such contracts as may 
have been made, were only nominal 
and, with reservations.

EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 


SHOULD PASS 


It is nonsense or total ignorance 
for any enlightened person. in 
America today not to recognize the 
vital role that women play in our 
society. 

One thing that sets America apart 
from colonialist powers of old, the 
neo-classist of yesteryear and the 
communist of today, is that we love, 
cherish and honor our women. 

To those who say that women need 
}to earn their rights or that the law will 
‘protect them same as a man, our an- 
swer to that is that the facts of life 
and history is to the contrary, 

It_ is documented in the facts sur- 

- founding slavery and discrimination 
in this country—that is--that you must 
have your rights declared in black 
and white, and even then, there is no 
guarantee that they will be protected. 

We adopted the Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth Amendments with 
evangelistic fervor more than'a cen- 
tury ago. At that time, those opposing 
the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Amendments said they were un- 
necessary because Blacks had been 
freed from slavery and the Amend- 
ments would only clutter the law 
books and -were unnecessary. The 
history of these two Amendments, 
particularly the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, would certainly demonstrate: 
that after one hundred years, the 


rights of Blacks have not been 
secured, even today. 

With statistics showing that 36% of 
the Black households are héaded by 
women under 35 years of age and 
that the families they have contain 
five or more persons, the Equal 
Rights Amendment is significant in 
the protection of the rights of ail 
women, and certainly significant to 
secure the rights of Black women. 

The Black woman still has not 
been liberated in America. She suf- 
fers the indignities of dependency on 
welfare, the last hired and the first 
fired, no job advancement and most 


South, was held in Houston, Texas, a 
screen was erected in the convention 
gallery separating black visitors from 
the whites. This gives you some idea 
as to how the Democratic party felt 
about black voters. 

In New York City and Chicago, 
black politicians in the late twenties, 
began to push their way into the 
Democratic party largely because of 
local elections and politics. This 
exodus from the Republican party 
continued. In 1934, in Chicago, Ar- 
thur W. Mitchell, running on the 
Democratic ticket, defeated Oscar 
W. DePriest to become the first black 
elected Democratic ‘Congressman. 

By 1936, the black vote tide, with 
help from Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
began to flow in favor of the 
Democratic party. 

Ensuing years found the black vote 
just as preponderately Democratic as 
it had been Republican up to the thir- 
ties. Organized labor unions seized 
upon the changing times to woo the 
black vote especially with the spen-

DIGGS/ A TRAGEDY 


FOR AMERICA 


The conviction of Congressman 
Charles C. Diggs, Jr. of Detroit on all 
twenty nine charges of the in- 
dictment brought by the federal 
Prosecutors met with mixed emotions 
in the Black communties in America. 

To some, it was a relief, after ten 
days of trial when we saw the 
venerable Congressman, father of 
the Black Congressional Caucus, 
and Dean of the Blacks in Congress, 
tried and the trail brought to con- 
clusion. 

It was pathetic to see 
Congressman Diggs portrayed by the 
Prosecutor as a petty thief receiving 
payroll kickbacks and mail fraud. 

To others, it was the inevitable end 
- white rnan’s puritanical justice 
meted out to our most tenured mem- 
ber of the Congress, to embarrass 
him, his constituents in Michigan and 
Blacks throughout America. We have 
learned that the FBI and the federal 
apparatus really works and clicks 
when Black prosecutions are at 
stake. To these persons, in our com- 
munity, the conviction of Diggs is but 
one more link in a chain of con- 


victions of Black public officials 
throughout America. 
Yet, another school of Black 


thought scorns Diggs. They take the 
posture that Diggs, by virtue of his 
experience alone, should have been 
Smart enough and certainly 
knowledgeable enough to have 
avoided this type of entrapment. 
They asked, “with Watergate, the 
pending charges against Senator 
Brooke, and now just having 
removed the agonizing charges 
against Congressman Clay, why did 
Diggs not cover his flanks?” They 
feel, Diggs.should have known that 
this is open season on_ politicians. 
and war on Black politicians. 

Well, we don't really know the an- 
swer. Diggs apparently will appeat 
the conviction and it may, be too early 
to consider him in a state of total 
defeat. Diggs, it seems, gave some

or, desert their traditionally political 
ties. 
George Wallace of Alabama and 
Strom Thurman of South Carolina, 
with aid’ from rich southerners, 
organized new coalitions or joined 
lily-white local Republican party 
groups. 

This turn of events increased the 
number of blacks in the Democratic 
party enormously. So much so, that 
the 1976 presidential election was 
decided’ by the Negro vote. 

President Jimmy Carter, however, 
like all previous Democratic high of- 


fice holders, ignored the debt he . 


owed to the black voters. This policy 
of taking the Negro voter for granted, 
is especially prevalent at the state 
and county level in all the states. 
So, the change from Frederick 
Douglass days, has been a complete 
180 degree turn around. The black 
vote for the last twenty-five years, 
has been overwhelmingly Democrat. 
However, just as in the late teens 
and twenties, blacks tiring of being 
taken for granted by the Repub- 
licans, it is now becoming evident 
that blacks are now tiring of being 
taken for granted by the Democrats. 
More and more, black voters are 
showing signs of independence. The 
facts are that here in Ohio, the 


Democratic party has never. 


pioneered in placing Negroes on 
their ticket, or appointing them to im- 
portant public office. 

When Carl Stokes, after two un- 
successful tries, was elected to the 
Ohio Legislature, he was the first 
black ever elected on the 
Democratic ticket in this state. 

Progress in gaining recognition for 
blacks in the Democratic party on 
the basis of_their voting habits, has 
been slow and disappointing. 
Therefore, the trend now is towards 
independence and, to some extent, 
to the Republican party. 

The political posture of Negroes is 
in a transition state af the present 
time. Candidates on both party 
tickets are being evaluated on their 
relationships to and support of 
programs to help blacks, rather than 

—on just what party slate they are run= 
ning on. 

As Frank J. Lausche was widely 
accepted and supported by black 
Republicans when he was mayor and 
governor, so, today, James A. 
Rhodes is recognized by black 
Democats because of his record of 
appointing blacks, irrespective of 
their party, to top government jobs. A 
number of black legislators have per- 
sonally told me that, they have gotten 
more help from Gov. Rhodes than 
they did under the last Democratic 
governor, Gilligan. 

It is going to be interesting to see 
how the Nov. 7 elections turn out and 
reveal whether our political posture 
is one of independence or, whether 
we still vote blindly as slaves to one 
party. Gov. James A. Rhodes by any

“OLYMPIC JAIL” 
A MISTAKE 


Reiatively-few-Americans-are-aware-that—under-the- 
guise of building housing for athletes Participating in 
the 1980 Olympic Winter Games, the U.S. is building 
a prison. 

Construction is under way on the prison right now, 
but it is not too late to change the intended use of the . 
facility. The athletes will be there for a few weeks, but 
after they leave plans call for their rooms tu be con- 
verted to cells that will hold poor, largely minority of- 
fenders from inner cities. 

In itself, this is a mockery of the Olympic spirit. Just 
think what our reaction would be if Russia planned a 
similar conversion of Olympic facilities. Here's 
another instance in which our verbal backing for 
human rights is contradicted by actual practice. 

Not only is that prison the wrong facility in the 
wrong place at the wrong time, but it is in violation of 
the U.S. Bureau of Prison's own guidelines. The origin 
of the prison. fies ‘in Congress’ mandates that any 
facilities built for ine Olympic games be convertible to 
other use. It has been suggested that the Lake Placid, 
N.Y. facility could serve as permanent training site for 
athletes. 

But that idea gave way to another one---turn it into 
a prison. There are two major reasons for this. First, 
the region around Lake Placid is economically 
distressed, and a permanent prison would open up 
well. paying jobs for prison guards and other workers 
while boosting the town's economy. ° 

Second, the Bureau of Prisons has been looking for 
Places to build new prisons as part of a huge new 
prison-building program that's sweeping the nation. 
The shrill cries about rising crime — actually the crime 
rates are beginning to slow down -- has resulted in 
new prison facilities. 

The Prison Bureau admits that most of the inmates 
will come from big cities in the northeast -- New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and others. And it also admits 
that its own regulations stipulate that prisons be built 
near major population centers’ to enable family visits 
and to utilize nearby supportive services. 

Located more than 300 miles from major cities and 
serviced by only one bus a day from the city, the Lake 
Placid site effectively means inmates will be cut off 
from their loved ones. = 

In addition, a large portion of the inmate Population 
is expected to be black and Hispanic while the local 1 
population and the guards drawn from the region will 
be rural whites. This introduces a racial factor that 
has resulted in earlier prison tragedies -- friction be- 
tweenguards and inmates who don’t understand each 
other and the inevitable surfacing of racism. 

The Olympic.prison is just the tip of the iceberg -- 
visible because of the Olympic connection and the 
gross violation of a federal agency's own rules. But 
the problem is nationwide. Politically-inspired calls 
for getting tough with offenders have led to longer 
sentences and the adoption of determinate senten- 
cing. 

These have increased the numbers of people in 
Prison, resulting in massive overcrowding of existing 
facilities. Authorities are building prisons are tast as 
they can, although the best that can be said about 
prisons is that they make it easier for youthful offend- 
ers to learn illegal trades. 

The cost of this vast network of schools for crime is 
enormous. About 500 new or expanded facilities are 
being planned. The tab will be $4 billion. With all the 
calls or budget-cutting and slicing social services, 
there's been little outcry over the mind-boggling sum 
required to warehouse poor people in penitentiaries_ 

It costs as much to build a prison cell as it does to 
— an apartment. it costs more to keep a pee in 

ison than it does to send him to H ryard. Puttin

Proportionately, we've got more people under.Jock 
and key in the U.S. than in the Western 
world, outside of South Africa. Except for a minority 
of inmates who are violent and thus dangerous to 
themselves and to others, offenders can be better 
handled @ variety of methods other than incar- 
ceration.

What those white con- 
gressmen wanted most 
was to oust him from that 
chairmanship.

Diggs might weather th 
Political storm, but one can 
safely predict that he will 


not do so without a lot of 
trouble. He may be spared 
by the judge, but he will 
certainly meet with trouble 
in Congress, and possible 
ejection from his House 
Seat. If ejected, his black 
constituency might re-elect 
him, but it should not. Re- 
election would be ¢anta- 
mount to approval of his 
wrong doing in money 
matters. Black people must 
learn ta. be as incensed at 
their leader's wrongs as 
honest people should. 

One has to wonder what 
kind of integrity exists 
among such men who at- 
tain high public positions 
and continue to make 
public appearances un- 
daunted by character 
blemishes. Black districts 
can elect now and the fran- 
chise seems to be a fixed 
commodity. Of course the 
black populace cannot be 
expected to always be able 
to find saints to seat in the 
legislative bodies, 
however, black ‘leaders 
should submit to a full bap- 
tism in the waters of public 
trust and highest integrity. 

Senator Brooke's predi- 
cament differs from that of 
Diggs. One can guess 
quite correctly that the 
white man doesn't want 
any blacks sitting in Con- 
gress at all, and is ever on 
the alert to fabricate an ex- 
cuse to get them out of the 
legislative chambers. 

The senator made 
mistakes on income tax 
reporting and payment- 
‘nough said. Private 
citizens and businesses 
get into trouble annually 
over such minor infrac- 
tions.

Reader Lauds 
Lee’s Expose’ 
On ‘Justice’ 


Dear Editor: 


| was glad to see that 
someone is taking an in- 
terest in what is going on 
in the so-called judicial 
system, | commend-—you 
(Lucius E. Lee, “As | See 
It," Sept. 9) on your article, 
“Trial By All White Jury.” 
_| am a victim of this 
thing. You may recall my 
case. It was about six mon- 
ths ago. | was convicted in 
Colun bus, Ohio of raping 
five girls from Rosemont 
School for Girls in my 
home on Brentnell Ave. My 
jurors were nine white 
women and three white 
men. 

These rapes were sup- 
posed to have happened 
over a three month period, 
with the last one three 
weeks before my arrest. At 
my trial there was no 
physical evidence what- 
soever. There was no 
evidence to show neither 
force nor its equivalent on 
any of the girls; no medical 
test of the ale organs to 
show damage or if the girls 
ever had intercourse at all. 

Only ofe “girl had 
claimed rape to the police. 
The police went to the 
school for an “‘in- 
vestigation” and came up 
with these other girls. | 
don't know this to be a 
fact, but | truly believe that 
the girls in this case were 
told what to say by the

police or the state's at- 
torney or someone. 

| can't convince myself 
that these girls would lie 
like they did without some 
help. My conviction was 
based only on a well 
calculated pack of un- 
truths. The girls were great 
little actresses. So they got 
their pat on the head:and | 
got 51-175 years, just 
because these girls said, 
“He raped me.” 

So | was glad to see that 
you and | hope many more 
will recognize the ‘fact that 
a white juror (particularly a 
white female) is more apt 
to accept the word of a 
white woman in such a 
case as against the word 
of a Negro male 

| have continually main- 
tained my innocence since 
the day of my arrest. Trial 
by all white jury is for con- 
victions, not for justice. 

Thank you very much for 
your time and keep up the 
good work.

SCHOOL DOCTRINE 


Here we go again, That much heralded sociologist 
James A. leman, who authored a report in 1966 
that said black children learned better in integrated 
settings, has again turned against his earlier findings. 
It is a “Mistaken belief,” he said, that black children 
learn better in integrated schools. 

For research over the past decade has shown that 
“it is not the case that schoo! desegregation as it has 
been carried out in American schools generally 
brings achievement benefits to disadvantage (tran- 
slate black) children.” ~ . 

Intergration, he has found, does not work. “Thus 
what once appeared to. be fact is now known to be fic- 
a who has seen, much less waded through 
Mr. Coleman's volumnous report entitled, “Equality of 
Educational Opportunity,” must therefore wonder 
what has happened between the period in which that 
Noamiol aioe done and the past decade on which the 

resent study is based. te 
pei the riled foundations and attitudes on which 
American society is built changed so radically as to 
impel Mr. Coleman torejectthe conclusions of his 
earlier studies? We suspect not. 

Or, was the University of Chicago sociologist 
merely riding the crest of national self-guilt when he 
conducted the study that Congress aythorized under 
the 1964 CivilRights Act and which was sponsored by 
the U.S. Office of Education? 

To understand Mr,Coleman's new wisdom, we must 
recognize that in recent years the segregation target 
has not been primarily the South but the North, 
Southernsegregation, we should recall, was an easy 
and very profitable target for many nothern liberals 
such as Mr. Coleman. ‘ 

But now that the civil rights struggle has been 
carried into the North, we find that many of our former 
allies are acting no differently than southern red-- 
necks of yesteryear who bitterly opposed integration 

So, as with an earlier rejection of northern schoo 
desegregation that was voiced in 1975, th 
sociologist is now riding the conservative, racist crest 
that is no different in the North from the South, It is 
not surprising, therefore, that he finds that court, 
ordered school busing is" counter-productive. 

In 1975, he charged that schoo! busing had proved 
counterproductive because it caused whites to flee 
the cities. Mr. Coleman, however, admitted then that: 
his studies were not supported by data, The NAACP 
also showed that 20 of the mg cities he cited as 
having suffered from white flight had no court- 
ordered busing. 

What is Syarosked in the attacks by white as well 
as some blacks on northern school desegregation ef- 
forts are the reason that led the Supreme Court to 

issue it 1954 Brown re ys gael At that time, the 
decision was regarded as tru y revolutionary. 

Indeed, it was — and still is. The court not only overs

In 1977, over 364 young people lost 
their lives in traffic mishaps. 
Although this age group represents 
only 10 percent of all Ohio license- 
holders, last year alone they accoun-

“We're not just talking about a 
bunch of numbers,” said Chiara- 
monte, ‘We're talking about a con- 
tinuing epidemic. that's killing more 
of our young people every year.”

In addition to his popular

Eddie came to Columbus 
in 1937, formed another 
quartet and continued to 
sing ‘jubilee’ and 
spirituals. He made friends. 

The day Eddie went to 
radio station WHKC, 
Columbus, was the turning 
point. He”™bought time on 
the air so that his group 
could be heard. His 
program, ‘‘Swanee Hour,” 
will be remembered by 
many folks today.. But 
keeping the program going 
was rough. The greatest 
difficulty was the constant 
worry and responsibility to 
get the quartet to show up 
on time for the broadcast. 

In 1946 Eddie went to 
the Farm station, WRFD, 
Worthington, to inquire 
about the possibility of a 
program.

In 1948 Eddie was hired 
as a staff salesman by 
station WVKO radio. His 
job was to sell advertising 
time on the air. In 1948 the 
two main streets in the 
black community, Long St. 
and Mt. Vernon Ave., had 
many small businesses. 
Because of his success in 
selling, Eddie was given a 
chance for another 
program, a daily hour at 
first. 

With his usual friendly 
attitude toward all folk, Ed- 
die’s program became 
well-known. Bob French, 
WVKO manager, noted the 
results of Eddie's radio 
personality and added to 
his daily stint to give him 
time on a Sunday morning.

that have made a serious 
attempt to satisfy the very 
special requirements of 
black cosmetics users.
